SUBJECT: VENUE OF OAU MEETINGS

1. OAU ASSISTANT SECGEN FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AFFAIRS, ARTHUR 
OS ANY A-NYYNEQUE, TOLD EMBOFF ON JANUARY 10 THAT PER REFTEL THE 
FEBRUARY OAU COUNCIL OF MINISTERS' MEETING (CM) WILL BE HELD IN 
ADDIS "IN PRINCIPLE." HOWEVER, HE SAID, FOR OVER A MONTH OAU 
ADMINISTRATIVE SECGEN ETEKI HAS BEEN SEEKING AN ALTERNATIVE SITE 
FOR THE CM. ETEKI HAS SENT MESSAGES TO KENYA (VIA OSANYA- 
NYYNEQUE. WHO IS KENYAN) AND GHANA (VIA GHANAIAN AMBASSADOR 
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OS ANY A-NYYNEQUE, GHANA CONSIDERED THE IDEA FOR SOME TIME AND IS 
NOW ACTIVELY LOBBYING TO HOST THE CM. 

2. OSANY A-NYYNEQUE SAID THAT THE SITUATION HAD BECOME VERY COM- 
PLICATED AFTER THE ANNOUNCEMENT THAT THE CM WOULD BE HELD IN 
ADDIS (CF REF A). THE ANNOUNCEMENT, HE SAID, HAD BEEN MADE BY 
THE EPMG, NOT THE OAU SECRETARIAT. IT STEMMED FROM A CONFRONTA- 
TION BETWEEN SECGEN ETEKI AND CAMEROON AMBASSADOR DICKO (DIPLOMATIC 
CORPS DEAN) WITH PMAC CHAIRMAN BG TEFERI BENTI AND "DIRG" MEMBERS 
OVER EPMG VILOATIONS OF OAU TERRITORIAL IMMUNITY. THE CONFRONTA- 
TION OCCURRED AFTER ETHIOPIAN POLICE TRIED TO ENTER THE SECRETARIAT 
(FOR THE THIRD TIME) TO ARREST AN ETHIOPIAN OAU EMPLOYEE. ETEKI 
REPORTEDLY TOLD HIS EPMG INTERLOCUTORS THAT THE FEBRUARY CM COULD 
NOT BE HELD IN ADDIS UNLESS THE EPMG BEGAN RESPECTING THE SECRE- 
TARIAT'S IMMUNITIES AND THE RIGHTS OF ALL DIPLOMATS IN ADDIS. 

TEFERI BENTI PROMISED THAT THIS WOULD BE DONE (CF. REFTELS). 

SHORTLY THEREAFTER, WITHOUT THE OAU’S KNOWLEDGE OR CONSENT, THE 
EPMG MADE THE ANNOUNCEMENT CONTAINED REF A. COMMENT: TO CHANGE THE 
CM'S VENUE AT THIS LATE DATE WOULD BE ADMINISTRATIVELY AWKWARD 
AND WOULD INFURIATE THE EPMG. APPARENTLY, HOWEVER, THE CM SITE 
IS STILL UNCERTAIN AND THE EPMG'S UNILATERAL ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
IT WOULD BE HELD IN ADDIS HAS ANGERED RATHER THAN CALMED SOME 
OAU MEMBERS. NEVERTHELESS, EMBASSY CONTINUES TO BELIEVE THAT CM 
LIKELY TO BE HELD IN ADDIS. 

3. OSANY A-NYYNEQUE ALSO STATED THAT KAMPALA HAS DEFINITELY 
BEEN CHOSEN FOR THE JUNE 1975 OAU SUMMIT. HE SMILED WANLY AND 
SAID "THIS PROBABLY MEANS THAT IDI AMIN WILL BE OUR CHAIRMAN."
